FRESH LITERATURE. 


History or Mexico. Vol. IV. 1804- 
1824. By Hubert Howe Bancroft. San 
Francisco, A. L. Bancroft & Co. 

The works of Hubert Howe Bancroft 
hold ahigh rank in the literature of 
this country. The work which he has 
undertaken to do he hasthus far done 
thoroughly and conscientiously. , No 
pains, nor labor vor expense has been 
spared to gather the most authentic ma- 
terials for his history, and many of the 
most valuable historical documents and 
facts that he has incorporated in his; 
works he has personally gleaned from 
reliable sources from the places where 
the scenes and incidents are laid. 

The latest volume. No. 12, being the 
IVth of the Historv of Mexico, embraces 
the period from 1804 to 1824, and the 
first chapter is devoted to a review of 
Europe inthe early part of the 19th 
century. Hecloses chapter with 
this sentence: 

‘‘Europe was bad enough, as we have 
seen, without any accentuation; mon- 
archies were bad enough, the chief‘rec- 


they made no pretensions to honesty or 
piety, or rather made their piety to suit 
their honesty. And now, with this 
showing of the influence from which the 
people of the New World determined to 
free themselves, I will proceed to show 
how it was done.”’ 

In the second chapter the author 
states clearly and forcibly the causes 
which led to the Mexican Revolution of 
Independence, and gives the history of 
the aduipistration of the Spanish 


ing chapter the account of his deposal. 
In succeeding chapters we find the 
history of the country under the admin- 
istration of the Viceroys Garibay and 
Lizana; the opening of the war of inde- 
pendence; the storming cf cities and 
the stories of triumph and defeat; 
the spread of the revolvtion; war 
measures and movements; constitu. 
tional changes; the triumph of the rev- 
olution; the installation of the Sov- 
ereign Provisional Junta; the first 
Congress and the first Emperor, and 
the dethronement and death ot Itur- 
bide, together with a concise and con- 
nected history of all the important, 
leading events embraced within that 
most interesting period of Mexican rev- 
olutionary changes. Having taken the 
reader across the bloody ground of Mex- 
ican revolution, and stood him face to 
face with the ever-changing panorama 
of events, the author closes the volume 
as follows: 

‘*And so Mexico becomes again her 
own mistress, after a probationary 
course of three centuries under strin- 
gent colonial regime. Born of oppres- 
sion, baptised in blood and ruapine, 
often the tool of selfishness and other 
base passions, the revolution achieves 
in almost bloodless coup-d’-etat one 
aim — political independence. The 
struggle is fraught with bitter lessons 
drawn from lack of more general self- 
sacrifice to the common good, involving 
‘greater discipline, restraint, and, above 
all, harmony ; for it is discord, ‘With 


the bane. In the United States a similar 
war was maintained for seven years by 
a far smaller population, with less 
means, against greater odds, and this
